Even in these days of 
instant communication, 
the Concorde and satel- 
lites, the visit to Aust- 
ralia of a real live, gen- 
uine soccer legend is far 
from an everyday oc- 
currence. 


Add to that the fact thatsuch a 
legendary figure was also the cen- 
tral figure in a cloak-and-dagger 
poaching operation that has James 


Bond overtones and you must 


admit that the recent sojourn in 
Sydney of Nachum Stelmach was 
an event definitely out of the ordi- 


nary. 

Stelmach, for those of our 
readers who don’t know, is plainly 
and simply the greatest soccer 
player ever produced by Israel. 

That may not be on the level of a 
Pele or a Di Stefano but, as Aus- 
tralian soccer fans well know, Is- 
rael's footballers at their best are 
nothing to be sneezed at. 

To be the greatest among them 
confers a certain standing upon 
the man. 

At his best Stelmach amazed the 
experts of countries such as Yu- 


And he came close to gracing 
the Australian soccer scene during 
pre te Pent Goat oe 

Ss. 

That constellation of soccer 
Stars, Hakoah Sydney, had its eye 
on Nachum, having already ca- 
ptured Gerry Chaldi and the ex- 
plosive Rafi Levy from Israel, as 
well as a group of brilliant Aust- 
rian First Division stars. 

Stelmach was ready, willing and 
— it was generally presumed — 
able to join the Blues. 


Those were the heady days of 
soccer piracy — barred by FIFA 
~and-no transfer fees needed. ; 
‘Stelmach and his wife had their 


bags packed, airline tickets in 


their pockets and ready to fly out 
for Sydney: 

And then it happened, some- 
thing that is.unlikely to ever occur 
in this country, but which is quite 
common in soccer-mad Europe, 
Asia and the Americas. 


The dynamic Israeli star’s im- 
pending departure became public 
knowledge — and a2 national scan- 
dal! 


That ogre of free men every- 
where, the Taxaion Department, 
sprung into action and on a trum- 
ped-up charge managed to delay 


Then the media campaign start- 
ed; Nachum was, in turn, 
denounced as a traitor, implored 
upon to think of his country’s (or, 
Tather, team’s) honor and threat- 
ened with being ‘‘sent to Cov- 
entry” for ever if he dared follow 
in Chaldi’s and Levy’s footsteps. 

Thus Australians were pre- 
vented from soaking up the glory 
of this man’s football artistry, an 
artistry which is still revered in Is- 
rael, although his playing days are 
long gone and now he earns his 
living as a coach. 


He finally did make it to Austra- 
lia, having spent a few days in 
Sydney on holiday, visiting his old 
team mate and now Australia’s 
current Coach of the Year, Gerry 
Chaldi. 

“I’ve seen every continent of 
the world, except Australia and I 
felt that the time has come to rec- 
tify that,’’ Stelmach said. 


He was most reluctant to offer 
an Opinion on Australian soccer on 
the strength of having seen two 
matches in Sydney (Aistralia v 
Partizan and Sydney City v St 
George}, but finally did confide 
that he had expected to see better.

He sees uncertainty, but also 
great opportunities on the horizon 
for Israeli soccer. 

The uncertainty stems from 
FIFA’s spineless reaction to his 
country’s eviction from the Asian 
Confederation, making Israel the 
only FIFA member not to be affil- 





The opportunity arises out of the 
recent peace treaty with Egypt. 


“I believe we will be meeting 
Egyptian footbailers very soon; 
contacts have been established, 
negotiations are under way and we 
are waiting only for the right mo- 
ment. 


“My optimism is also fuelled by 
the fact that many leading Israeli 
sports administrators are Egyp- 
tian-born — for instance the presi- 
dent of our Basketball Federation. 


“He, in fact, was a member of 
the Egyptian squad chosen for the 
1948 Olympics, but was dropped 
before the trip to London because 
of political reasons. 


“Now times are changing and 
old friendships will be resumed for 
the good of all,”’ he said. 


Also in the future, Stelmach 
may come to the aid of his friend 
Chaldi by recruiting some capable 
Israeli players for Sydney City. 


It's a move long overdue, if the 
proud Blue-and-Whites are to have 
any chance of recapturing the alle- 
giance of the thousands of Jewish 
soccer fans who flocked to their 
matches some years ago. 


That support is now virtually 
non-existent and only the signin 
of some outstanding Jewish 
players can answer the $84,000 
question: ‘‘Are they gone for 
ever?”’

Team 
soccer is not preached in that 
country, because the skilful in- 
dividuals are the ‘kings’. 

However, the Victorians 
closed down AEK extremely 
well, due to excellent defen- 
sive work from midfielders 
Picioane, John Gardiner and 
Jim Rooney. 
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The state of the pitch after 
an hour's heavy rain before the 
Start also contributed to the 
downfall of AEK's dribblers. 
Christos Ardizoglou, in partic- 
ular, persisted with dribbling, 
but got nowhere. 

Dusan Bajevic, the Yugos- 
lay international forward, is 
also a gifted ball player, but 
was limited because of the 
conditions. However, he was 
the only AEK player who 
showed any class. 


Once Victoria wiped out the 
individuals as a threat, the 
AEK team had nothing in at- 
tack. Bajevic made some 
great runs to receive passes 
from Franjo Viadic in the first 
half, but Bajevic’s task was 
impossible with no support. 
Viadic died right out of the 
game after an enterprising 
Start, and so Bajevic was star- 
ved. 

The Victorian’s made a 
mess of the AEK defence, and 
could have scored more than 
four goals. Gary Cole, for 


example, missed two open

Defensively, AEK was poor. 
The marking of midfielders 
was non-existant, and the 
backfour was easily twisted 
and exposed by the com- 
bination of Cole, Carl Gilder 
and Tommy Cumming. 

The powertul Cole was in his 
element. Using his great 
strength and speed, he created 
havoc and was man of the 
match. 

The AEK defence couldn’t 
mark any of the Victorian stri- 
kers effectively, and often 
made simple mistakes when 
pressure was applied by the 
Victorian strikers. 

The practice of pressurising 
opponents all over the ground 
is one of the main reasons 
behind Victoria's impressive 
performances this season. 
Forwards are coached to close 
down defenders, prevent goal- 
keepers throwing the ball to 
loose defenders and get behind 
the ball when not in posses- 
sion, 

Under this pressure, defend- 
ers can't give good service to 
midfielders. The midfielder’s 
job is made harder still when 
he too is put under constant 
pressure. It stands to reason 
that if a side can stop its oppo- 
nent playing fluently, the 
battle is half over. ~ 

AEK never was allowed to 
play, while Victoria virtually 
did as it pleased. 

AEK had the first attack 
when Christos Kalaitzidis got 
to the by-line and fired a hard 
shot at Yakka Banovic, but the 
goalkeeper parried the shot. 

It didn’t take the Vics long 
to carve out a scoring chance. 
AEK defenders left the near 
post area unguarded, and 
Gilder made a run into the 
space, but missed Rooney's 
corner. Kokoska connected, 
but Dimitrious Argyros 
cleared off the line. 

AEK answered when Bajev- 
ic rounded Steve Kokoska, and 
crossed, but Tasos Konstanti- 
nou’s shot caused no alarm. 

Although coach McKendy

thought otherwise, I though 
Kokoska was troubled by Baje- 
Vic. 

However, this caused little 
trouble to Victoria as Steve 
Short at right back, John Yzen- 
doorn at sweeper and Jim 
Tansey at left back were ex- 
cellent. 


AEK played with only two 
midfielders for the most part, 
with wingers Tasos and Kalait- 
zidis sometimes dropping back 
into midfield. 


This allowed Joe Picioane 
the freedom to attack with 
style. He had a great game, 
displaying his skills, but play- 
ing a team game and giving 
early passes. 

His off-ball running into 
attack was excellent. All three 
midfielders did plenty of in- 
telligent running during defen- 
sive duties. 

Cole had a great chance in 
the 15th minute when Tansey’s 
curling cross deceived Dam- 
ianidis, who had a poor match, 
and gave the striker a free 
shot at goal from inside the 
box. Unfortunately he muffed 
the chance. 

An example of Victoria's 
greater organisation showed 
up at throw-in situations. On 
the right side, Gardiner and 
Picioane worked some good 
moves from throw-ins, mainly 
because the other Victorian 
players didn’t venture too 
close, which allowed space to 
work with. 

In one instance, Picioane 
made a dummy run and Gar- 
diner threw the ball longer for 
Gilder, who made a good run 
to the near post. 

Victoria had shots from 
Rooney and Cole near the tar- 
get, while a rare AEK attack 
saw Banovic save from Ardi- 
zogiou. 

The first goal came in the 
34th minute. Takis Nicolaou 
was penalised for handball on 
the left touchline. Tansey hit 
over the free kick, and Cole 
jumped brilliantly to head 
home. 

Cole should have made it 2-0 
minutes later when Argyros 
made an unbelievable mistake 
in attempting a back pass, 
Cole was given the ball 20 
metres from goal with only 
Nikos Christidis in goal to 
beat, but agonizingly over ran 
the ball.

Trebileock reaches 
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The announcement this week by Mike Trebilcock, play- 
er-coach of Northern N.S.W. team Cardiff, that he would 
no longer play in the side and that his days as an active 
player were ended, caused not even a ripple on the Aust- 


ralia Soccer scene. 


Tt should have. Trebilcock is 
a player who helped write 
soccer history. 

The man who won the NSW 
Rothmans Medalwhile with 
Western Suburbs is one of the 
few in Australia who possesses 
an English FA Cup Winners’ 
medal. Indeed, the only other 
known holder is also resident 
in Newcastle. He is Tom Gar- 
tett who played with Black- 
pool when it won at Wembley 
in what is now popularly 
known as the Stanley Mat- 
thews Cup final. 

Mike Trebilcock put his 
name in the record books when 
he scored two goals for Ever- 
ton when it won the 1966 Cup 
final, 3-2, against Sheffield 
Wednesday. Few players have 
scored twice in a Wembley 
Cup fial. 

His brilliance on that day 
shot Trebilcock into promi- 
nence but his success did not 


bring fame and glory to him. 
Instead, he became a marked 
man expected to score goals 
every time he walked onto a 
playing pitch. 

He was hailed as a ‘star’. In- 
Stead, as he says, he was no 
more than a player — a 
member of a team. He was 
given a reputation to which he 
did not aspire and so, instead, 
of being the team member he 
wanted to be, he was asked to 
convert teams or ordinary 
worth into world wonders. 

The time came when he had 
enough and so he came to 
Australia — and a new way of 
happy, carefree life in which 
he played soccer because he 
liked to play the game without 
a ‘wonder’ tag being hung on 
him. He is doing well in his 
new life — and still has the 
memory of what was a wonder 
day at Wembley. — JACK

The attendance of 15,177 at the Philips Cup semi-final 
between Newcastle KB United and St George last Sunday 
was the fifth time this season that more than 10,000 have 
been at the ground to watch a topline Soccer match. 

That sets a new high for Philips League fixtures. 


It is also, according to official records, the fourth highest at- 
tendance at a soccer match in the North. 

The top figure is 18,517 at the Austria Rapid v Australia match 
at Newcastle Sports Ground in 1955. 

That figure was only a little above the 18,367 people who 
watched the KB United — Sydney Olympic match in the first 
round of this season's Philips League championship. 

In 1937, 17,259 watched the third Test match between Australia 
and the English Football Association team led by the great Ber- 
nard Joy. That match was played on a Tuesday afternoon so that 
the attendance figure is somewhat remarkable. 

Manchester United drew 14,72] when it met Northern NSW at 
Newcastle Sports Ground in 1967, Roma of Italy, a crowd of 14,427 
when it played the North at the same ground in 1966 and Chelsea 
and attendance of 13,226 when it played the North in 1965.

As if it does not have enough 
problems after the dis- 
appointing loss on penalties to 
St George in their Philips Cup 
semi final, Newcastle KB 
United has worries for its next 
two premiership matches. 


It is fighting a tough battle 
to gain a place in the top four, 
despite a run of matches in 
which, while it has not been 
defeated, it has lost valuable 
points because of drawn fix- 
tures. 


Jim Preston’s leg injury is 
Avorse than. had been antici- 
pated so that the highly skilled 
goalkeeper is doubtful for the 
rest of the season. 

David Jones, the striker who 
seemed likely to revitalise the 
KB United attack, is making 
little progress despite almost 
constant treatment for a 
muscle injury, while Ilan 
Seddon remains sidelined with 
leg injury problems. 

KB United has two tough 
matches in the next two weeks 
although the teams it is to 
meet are well below it on the 
table. 

The team goes to Canberra 
this weekend to meet the other 
losing Philips Cup semi-final- 
ist — Canberra City. That will 
be a tough test, particularly as 
Canberra won 2-1 when the 
teams played at the Inter- 
national Sports Centre in New- 
castle in the first round. 

Alan Vest, the KB United 
manager-coach, said that even 
with all his players available 
he would have regarded this as 
a particularly tough match to 
win — and a vital one if the 
team is to gain a place in the 
top four. 

“But with top players out it 
will be that much more diffi- 
cult,’ he said. “‘I’ll be deligh- 
ted if we come back home on 
Sunday night with a point al- 
though, of course, we'll be all 
out to bring back two points.”’ 

A week later, KB United 
faces Brisbane Lions in New- 
castle. Although Vest’s boys 
won 3-0 in Brisbane in the first 
round, so little is going right 
for them that anything might 
happen.

Newcastle’s two members of the squad to 
be prepared by Rudi Gutendorf for the World 
Youth Cup finals in Australia in 1981 follow in 
the footsteps of their brothers. 


They are 17-year-old Howard Tredinnick, and 18-year-old Rich- 
ard Endacott. 

Their elder brothers are prominent members of Newcastle KB 
United. 

Peter Tredinnick is one of the most improved players in the 
KB United side. It is known he is highly regarded by Gutendorf, 
as is Neal Endacott. Both show »romise and seem headed for big 
things in the game. 

Peter Tredinnick, who is 19, is a productof the Lake Macquarie 
Club, which is a force in the Northern N.S.W. Soccer Federation 
competitions. He was a member of the under 16 and under 18 
teams which played in the national championships and a member 
of Australia’s youth teams which played in New Zealand and then 
in the World Youth championship tournament in Paraguay last 


year. 

Neal Endacott, who came from the powerful Wallsend Club 
before graduating to the KB United team, also was named 
Gutendorf to go to New Zealand and Paraguay but withdrew be- 
cause of studies. It seemed then that he was finished with the ‘big 
time’ as far as Gutendorf was concerned but the two have settled 
their differences and Endacott seems to be back in favour. 

Howard Tredinnick began his football with the Lake Macquarie 
under six team and has moved up the grades until he now plays in 
the senior side — and is a defender of ability beyond his 17 years. 
He is still at Booragul High School and a member of its team in 
the Tasman Cup, a competition which attracts entries from 
teams at most N.S.W-. High Schools. 

He captained the Hunter Region team in a State championship 
series and is a member of the Northern NSW Schools’ team which 
will play in Brisbane in a week or so. 

Eager to further his football education, he took off for England 
late last year and enrolled with Tony Lacey, a well-known English 
coach, at his youth school at Stoke-on-Trent. : 

He was highly regarded by Lacey who wanted him to remain in 
England with a view to joining an English club but he put his 
education first. 

He considered, at the time, a return to England when schooling 
was finished. Now that he has gained Gutendorf’s approval, his 
views have changed but, who knows, the end may be the same in 
the long run. 

Richard Endeacott, who played in the Northern N.S.W. team in 
the under 18 championship series in Melbourne this year and who 
was a member of the national under 16 side in 1977, captained the 
Booragul High School team in the Tasman Cup competition. 

He plays with brother Neal in the Wallsend side. He is a mid- 
fielder of considerable ability. 

The Tredinnicks are a family well known in Northern Soccer, 
as are the Endeacotts. 

He has held a number of top administrative posts and is co- 
editor — and a hard-working one — of Newcastle KB United's 
match programme. 

Mr Tredinnick is noted for the wide horizons of his views and 
his refusal to allow what would be natural, parental pride in the 
undoubted abilities of his footbally sons to work to the detriment 
of others of their generation. That is one of the many reasons why 
he is so highly regarded and respected in Northern soccer circles. 

FOOTNOTE — Alan Vest, KB United's manager-coach, natur- 
ally enough, keeps a close eye on Howard Tredinnick and Richard

The draw for the 
1982 World Cup 
qualifying matches 
will be officially an- 
nounced by FIFA on 
October 26. 


But the South American 
nations have jumped the gun 
slightly, and have already 
sorted out the Latin nations 
into qualifying groups. All that 
is needed now is FIFA approv- 
al. 

The ps are - one - Ura- 
guay, Peru, Columbia - two - 
Brazil, Bolivia, Venezuela - 
three - Paraguay, Chile, Ecua- 
dor. 


The draw gives Brazil a vir- 
tual automatic pass to Spain, 
as Veneztiela and Bolivia are 
no match for the three-time 

World Cup winner. 


There certainly appears an 
imbalance. The third group is 
clearly the weakest, while 
group one the most fascinat- 
ing. Peru did well in Argenti- 
na, Uruguay have huge tradi- 
tion and, following the Liber- 
tadores successes of Deportivo 
Call and with the incentive of a 
good impression with a view to 
1986, Colombia won't be a 
pushover. 


Dates for the games will 
have to wait until FIFA say 
okay. But already one sign- 
ificant battle has been won 
against the wishes of president 
Joao Havelange. He wanted 
the South American groups to 
include Israel, to defuse the 
difficult situation in the Asian 
confederation. The South 
Americans declined. 


As you may imagine, not all 
the reaction was favourable. 
Press and public in Bolivia 
were the most upset, under- 
Standably, remembering that 
in the play-off group for the 
last World Cup Brazil beat Bo- 
livia 8-0. 


The groupings were an- 
nounced within six weeks of 
FIFA deciding on 24 teams in 
the Spain finals, giving South 
America three places. 


The South American Foot- 
ball Confederation has also 
finalised the draw for the 
Olympic Games qualifying 
matches. 


The Olympic qualifying 
tournament will be played in 
Colombia from January 20 to 
February 5 next year with the 
eight participating countries 
— Argentina, Brazil, Bolivia, 
Colombia, Chile, Peru, Uru- 
guay, Venezuela — divided 
into two groups to be drawn on 
September 30. Two teams 
from each group qualify for 
the final round from which the 
top two will go to Moscow. 

At the same time the CSF 
fixed dates for this year’s 
South American nations 
championship for the ‘‘Copa 
America’’ as follows;

‘WORLD’ RUINS 


ANNIVERSARY 
CELEBRATIONS 











A star-studded Rest 
of the World team 
ruined the first anni- 
versary celebrations 
of Argentina‘s World 
Cup win with a 2-1 
victory over the 
national team at the 
River Plate Stadium. 


It wasn’t so much the score, 
but the manner in which the 
World team played that wre- 
cked the event and prevented 
the game being what it should 
have been; a fast, open display 
of class soccer from the 
world’s best. 


Clearly, the world team, 
coached by Italian World Cup 
boss Enzo Bearzot, did not 
enter into the spirit of the oc- 
casion. 


The game lacked the in- 
gredients most celebration 
games have: goals, good soc- 
cer, spirited, but friendly com- 
petition and most of all, a win 
for the host team. 


This was not to’be. Such was 
the attitude of the world team 
that Italian Marco Tardelli 
had to be sent off by referee 
Abraham Klein after vigou- 
rously marking Argentinian 
wonder boy Diego Maradona. 


The World defended con- 
servatively as the eleven who 
had never before played to- 
gether got the feel of the 
match. They also marked 
closely to stop Argentina 
building up attacks and popu- 
lated the midfield with for- 
wards Causio and Boniek play- 
ing more as halves, which left 
only Rossi up for long periods. 


Against this set-up Argen- 
tina could do little, mainly be- 
cause they did use their wings 
enough and because winger 
Housemanm continued to 
show that his present form 
does not justify his inclusion in 
the national team. 


It needed a brilliant player 
like Maradona to get rid of 
his marker at times and after 
29 minutes he got into the area 
to fox goalie Leao with a decei- 
ving left-foot drive from 10 
metres,

While Argentina controlled 
the game at that stage, they 
could never quite control 
winger Boniek — least of all 
Olguin who was supposed to 
mark him. The Polish winger 
was the hardest worker all 
over the field and came close 
to an equaliser before half 
time. Boniek was undoubtedly 
the man of the match. 


Early in the second haif Ar- 
gentina might have had a pen- 
alty when Houseman was 
brought down, but it was the 
Rest team which took and held 
the initiative with the entry of 
Brazilian star Zico who gave 
their attack a much more dan- 
gerous look. 


An excellent second half dis- 
play by Tottenham Hotspurs’ 
midfielder Ardiles for Argen- 
tina was not enough to stop the 
ever bigger gaps in the home 
defence where, apart from Ol- 
guin, Tarantina and Galvan 
were too frequently beaten. 

Under this pressure, Galvan 
— a hero of Argentina’s World 
Cup final victory over Holland 
who had not played in the 
national team since — put 
through his own goal in tryin 
to divert a shot from Zico who 
had got past Tarantini once 
again after 68 minutes. 

Five minutes later Tarantini 
almost put through his own 
goal also after Fillol had only 
partially parried a shot from 
Toninho (another Brazilian

when Zico pounced on the ball 
to make sure and prod in the 
winner. 

Instead of a celebration, it 
turned out to be a hard work- 
out for the Argentine team for 
which, at least, coach Menotti 
may have been grateful — 
even if Argentina’s fanatical 
fans would have preferred it 
differently. 

After the match Menotti did 
not attach too much import- 
ance to the defeat. “We fell 
into the rror of running too 
muich and playing too little, 
but defeat is no disgrace 
against the top class players 
we faced. Perhaps Argentina 
tried too hard to win. It was a 
tremendous responsibility in 
front of the fans who had all 
come to see Argentina cele- 
brate the anniversary with a 
win,” he said. 

The real reason for this re- 
sult, however, may have been 
Italian national coach Enzo 
Bearzot who was in charge of 
“The Rest’. He picked the 
team intelligently, must have 
instilled some kind of team- 
work into them in the two 
short training sessions they 
had here before the match — 
the first without the Brazilians 
who arrived late — and his 
tactics for the match were 
good, taking into account his 
difficulties on losing two out- 
standing forwards through 
injury in Bettega (Italy) and 
Torocsic (Hungary) a few 
days earlier. 

Argentina’s team had three 
changes from the one which 
beat Holland in the Worid Cup 
final a year earlier. Midfielder 
Maradona for Kempes (who is 
in Spain), Valenica for winger 
Ortiz (injured in Argentina’s 
recent tour of Europe and also 
ill) and winger Houseman who 
Started in the final, but was re- 
placed by Bertoni (Now in 
Spain).

Brighton fights for life 


Brighton junior soccer club 
is fighting for its life against an 
unsympathetic local council. 

But despite having this to 
worry about, Brighton will 
stage this season’s JLMC Cup 
semi finals on August 18. 

Brighton's problems began 
four years ago when people 
residing near Dendy Park, the 
club’s home ground, com- 
plained to the Brighton council 
of excessive noise and disturb- 
ance because of the presence 
of junior soccer. 

Brighton had to campaign to 


retain use of Dendy Park for 
the 1977-78 seasons, but the 
most serious challenge from 
the council came this season. 

The club tendered for a five- 
year lease of Dendy Park, but 
the council committee on 
parks offered only a three- 
year lease. 

But when the full council 
had to ratify the parks com- 
mittee’s decision, there was a 
drastic about face. Instead of 
granting a lease, the council 
decided to investigate the 
junior club, and there has been 


talk of shifting or splitting up 
the club. 

The staging of the JLMC 
Cup semi finals will give 
Brighton a chance to show the 
council and local residents 
that it can run organised 
junior soccer without creating 
a disturbance. 

‘Soccer Action’, on behalf of 
the Brighton juniors, makes a 
plea to players, coaches and 
supporters of teams participa- 
ting in the JLMC Cup semis to 
be on best behaviour on August 
18 at Dendy Park.

MONEY MAGIC 


If lady tuck avoided you when playing 
Soccerpools on the Australian matchss, 
perhaps the English and Scottish games 
will bring a change of fortune. The U.K. 
season commences this Saturday and I 
daresay that many pools punters are al- 
ready familiar with the names of the Eng- 
lish and Scottish clubs. 

Hopefully some of us will find success 
with the new season. By making a regular 
planned entry you will greatly increase 
your chances of winning and perhaps find 
yourself talking to the boss in an entirely 
new language. Possibly with the intention 
of a takeover. 

This week I am recommending a 
planned entry that will cover 20 games. 
The investment is $12.00 and the plan 
carries a first class guarantee — with only 
half the selections being score draws, you 
would have at least seven score draws in 
no less than six lines of the entry. Full 
details for making the bet will be given at 
the end of this article. 

$12.00 is obviously too much for the av- 
erage punter, but a reasonable outlay for 
the small to medium syndicate. Regular 
readers will know that many of my 
planned entries cost between $1.50 and 

00 


I have deliberately recommended small 
stakes as I know that many punters prefer 
to bet on their own, however, there are 
times when I wonder; how small are small 
stakes and how large are large in- 
vestments? The smallest investment we 
can make on the pools is 50 cents but there 
is no limit to what we could invest. 

The value of money can differ quite 
dramatically bwetween gamblers. Ob- 
viously some of us can afford to lose more 
than others, but how much more? When I 
suggest making a planned entry of $12.00 
for a small to medium syndicate, I am 
thinking in terms of 12 to eight players at 
$1.00 or $1.50 a head. I realise that this 
would be chicken feed to some gamblers 
but on the other hand it could be the max- 
imum outlay for many other punters. 

Gambling is a private business to some 
people, and my only but sincere advice is: 
never speculate more than you can afford 
to lose. 

Last week I received a letter from a 
reader in Girraween, N.-S.W. The reader 
poses this problem: how can I cover 28 
games with the guarantee of having at 
least seven score draws in one line of the 
entry providing that 11 score draws are 
among the 28 selections? The writer goes 
on to say that a reasonable outlay is re- 
quired. 

This takes me back to my points raised 
on the question of stakes, and now leads 
me to asking another question, how rea- 
sonable is reasonable? If the writer from 
Girraween would let me know what his 
syndicate is prepared to gamble, then I 
would work out the best possible way of 
covering 28 games for the given stake. 

My thanks go to this reader for the en- 
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couraging words about the pools column. 

If any other readers want to cover a spe- 
cific number of matches, please let me 
know but be sure to state how much you 
are prepared to invest as this can save a 
Jot of unnecessary calculations. 

It’s all very well in trying to spread a 
large net to trap the score draws but you 
need a fine mesh to keep the score draws 
in place. The weaving of that fine mesh 
can be very costly when you consider the 
combinations of 28 numbers. 

The easiest way to cover 28 matches 
would be to take two entries of system 14, 
At $9.00 each the investment would be 
$18.00, I don't wish to bore readers with 
streams of figures but it is important to 
considere the following; if we take two 
system 14 entries using 28 different selec- 
tions and are successful in obtaining 11 
score draws we must also consider: the 
worst way that the 11 score draws could 
fall would be six in one entry and five in 
the other and vice-versa. The com- 
binations of 1] from 28 are 21,474,180. 

The combinations of six falling in one 
plan and five in the other and vice-versa 
are }2,024,012. The remaining com- 
binations that would include at least seven 
score draws in one of the plans is 21,474,- 
180 minus 12,024,012 = 9,450,168. 

Therefore if we take 28 selections, 
divide them into two groups of 14 and take 
two system 14 entries we know that if our 
28 selections include 1] score draws the 
chances of at least seven score draws 
being in one of the entries is 431 in 100, 

It's a gamble no matter what way you 
look at it but the method I have outlined 
would keep the stakes to what I would con- 
sider a reasonable level. With 28 selec- 
tions the chances of getting 1) score draws 
are good, the odds against getting seven 
score draws in one plan are reasonable. I 
certainly wouldn’t mind a share in two 
system 14 entries. So it goes without 
saying that the tighter the cover the more 
expensive the investment. 

As there’s little to make in the way of 
form comment as yet, I’]) get back to this 
week’s planned entry. 

If you would like to try this bet I have 
left a blank line in the diagram for your 
selections. It will involve three entries of 
system 13 and at $4.00 each the investment 
is $12.00. 

Choose your 20 matches and mark them 
in the diagram. When you have marked all 
your selections on the blank line, use the 
corresponding X’s as set out in the 
diagram as you transfer your numbers 

on to the entry forms. 

With eight score draws in any one of the 
three system entries a first dividend 
would be assured. 

If you have ten score draws falling any- 
where among your 20 selections you would 
be certain of having at least seven score 
draws in six lines of your entry.
